room of $13,500 in the fol 
lowing vear and who does 
not have any unused deduc- 
ton room as of the current 
year. The taxpayer cannot 
contribute the $13,500 in the 
following year, since his 
RRSP will mature at the end 
of December. The taxpayer 
sneuld therefore make this 
contribution in the current 
vear, say, in December. The 
taxpayer will be subject to a 
per month penalty for 
contributions to an RRSP 
above his limit for the cur- 
rent year (he is allowed a 
$2,000 excess contribution 
‘cushion to which the pen- 
alty tax will not apply). How- 
ever. on January | of the 
following year, the new 
RRSP deduction roomrof 
$13,500 opens up and he will 
be allowed a deduction for 


‘his previous year contribu- 


tion. since undeducted 
RRSP contributions can be 
carried forward. The tax- 
payer only ends up being 
subject to a penalty tax of 
S115 (¢($13,S00 - $2,000) x 
1%), since he ts only con- 
sidered to have excess con- 
tributions above his limit for 
one month. In return, de- 
pending on the individual's 
tax bracket, a tax deferral as 
high as $6,750 may be 
achieved. Disability may 
qualify for tax relief. If you 
are disabled, the tax laws 
provide a number of tax 
breaks designed to compen- 
sate you (or someone on 
whom vou are dependent) 
for the extra expenses in- 
curred as a result of your 
disability. In order to claim 
most of them. however, vou 
must file From T2201, Dis- 
ability Tax Credit Ceruficate. 
with your return. This form, 
which must be completed in 
part by a doctor, optom- 
etrist, audiologist, occupa- 
tional therapist or psycholo- 
gist. enables the Canada Cus- 
toms and Revenue Agency 
(CCRA) to. determine 
whether vou meet the defi- 
nition of “disabled”.

mean? ~ 
If you are blind, or have

a severe impairment which 
makes it extremely difficult 
or time-consuming for you 
to carry out the basic activi- 
ues of daily living. even with 
therapy and the use of ap- 
propnate devices and medi- 
cations, you probably. meet 
the definition of “disabled”. 
The impairment must last (or 
be expected to last) at least 
12 months, and must se- 
verely restrict your ability to 
see. walk, speak, hear. or 
perform personal care ac- 
tivities (Such as feeding and 
dressing yourself), or sert- 
ously affect your mental ca- 
pacity to manage your per- 
sonal affairs. The fact that 
an impairment affects your 
ability to work or perform 
housekeeping tasks, or re- 
stricts your social or recrea- 
tional activities, however, is 
not relevant, nor is the fact 
that you receiye a disability 
benefit if vou think you may 
meet the definition of “disa- 
bled”, see your doctor or 
other qualified health profes- 
sional who will evaluate your 
disability and complete the 
Disability Tax Credit Certifi- 
cate for vou. 

In the case of children 
with disabilities, age and ex- 
pected development must be 
taken into account. All two- 
year-olds, for example, are 
severely limited in the ability 
to perform the basic tasks of 
daily living, whether they are 
disabled or not. Serious im- 
pairments, therefore. may 
not qualify as disabilities un- 
til the children are oid enough 
for their lifestyle to be af- 
fected as a result. 

What credits are 
available? 

Assuming that you meet 
the definition outlined above, 
you are allowed to claim a 
disability amount of $4,233. 
When the 17% federal non- 
refundable tax credit rate is 
applied, this translates into a 
tax credit of $719.61. The 
disability credit is a non-re- 
fundable tax credit, which 
means that any portion 
which can’t be used to re- 
duce your tax payable to zero 
is not refunded to you. How- 
ever, you may be able to 
transfer the unused portion 
to someone else, This may 
be either yourSpouse, if you 
are married or living com- 
mon-law, or a parent, grand- 
parent, child or grandchild 
on whom you are depend- 
ent. 

If you support a relative 
whose infirmity is not severe 
enough to meet the definition 
of “disabled”, but whose 
impairment is such that it 


results in dependency, you 
may be able to claim an 
amount up to $2,353. This 
vields a potential tax break 
of $400. The dependant 
must be 18 or over, and can- 
not have an income over 
$6,794. 

Caregiver credit 

if you reside with an in- 
firm dependent relative 18 or 
over, Or a parent or grand- 
parent age 65 or older, you 
may be able to claim the 
caregiver tax credit. The 
maximum benefit on your 
federal return is a tax Sav- 
ings of $400, and is reduced 
if the dependant’s net in- 
come exceeds $11,500. To 
claim the credit, you must 
help maintain the home in 
which both you and the de- 
pendant live. 

Medical expenses 

If you qualify for the dis- 
ability amount and your dis- 
ability is such that you re- 
quire the services of an at- 
tendant, you can claim the 
attendanfcare cost as a 
medical expense. However, 
if the cost of the attendant 
care exceeds. $10,000 you 
cannot claim both a disabil- 


ity amount and medical ex- 
penses. in this case, you 
must decide which one is. 
most beneficial. All other 
medical expenses, however. 
can be claimed without af- 
fecting your claim for the 
disability amount. This in- 
cludes attendant care of 
$10,000 or less. 


Attendant care 

expenses to earn income 

If you had to pay for at- 
tendant care to enable you to 
earn income, you may be 
able to claim a deduction for 
at least part of the cost. In 
order to claim this expense, 
you must fall under the defi- 
nition of “disabled” outlined 
above. The expenses must 
also have beén paid to a per- 
son 18 or over other than 
your spouse, and cannot al- 
ready have been claimed as 
médical expenses. Your 
claim is limited to the ex- 
penses you incurred, to a 
maximum of 2/3 of your 
earned income. A deduction 
for attendant care expenses 
to earn income does not af- 
fect your ability to claim the 
disability amount.

‘The-ant-pollupon direc- 
uve issued last May to the 
company mandates the 
phase-out of Dombind 
containing highly toxic 
dioxins) and the installation 
of environmentally sound 
waste treatment at the 
- Trenton Mill 

Using the provincial free- 
dom of informaton law late 
last fall when the MoE -re- 
fused to cooperate voluntar- 
ily, the FON formally re- 
quested release of two re- 
ports that Norampac had 
been required to submit in 
July and October 1999 

MoE said last fall they 
would need to consult 
Norampac and after that con- 
sultation, turned down the 
FOB's request outright 
Norampac was to submit a 
preliminary report in July on 
approvals-grade engineering 
and designs related to the 
options and technologies 
identified in the July report 


"Why is the MoE so un 
walling to share with the pub- 
lic whatever progress or lack 
thereof that Norampac has 
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made to phase out 
Dombind?" asked Linda Pim. 
the FON's conservative 
policy coordinator who filed 
the information request 
“Citizens across eastern On- 
tario affected by Dombind 
spreading are counting on 
the FON and other citizens’ 
groups to monitor the 


Dontbind phase-out. How 
can we do that when the 
MoE keeps the iid on the in- 
formiaton we need” 

The FON has appealed 
the MoE refusal to the In- 
formation and Privacy Com- 
missioner, an independent 
officer of the Legislature. 
The !S-page appeal pre- 


sented numerous reasons 
why the MoE should be re- 
quired to release the docu- 
ments, citing especially the 
environmental importance of 
and public interest in ending 
Dombind use. A decision 
ceuld be rendered within 
weeks or may take several 
months. 


The FON action ts a fol- 
low-up to the settlement ne- 
gotiated last fall with the MoE 
and Norampac by the Sierra 
Legal Defence Fund, acting 
on behalf of the FON, two 
other citizens’ groups and 
seven individuals. That set- 
tlement agreement came af- 


ter the Environmental Appeal . 


MoE helping Norampac hide key Dombind information: FON

Speaking on Tuesday, 
February 8th Centre; Hast- 
ings Reeve Tom Deline 


stated he was not sure if | 


there ‘would be another 
meeting between the two 
but-at their meeting the pre- 
vious afternoon Madoc 
Township council instructed 
their clerk to “rebpond to the 
Municipality of Centre Hast- 
ings regarding an invitation 
to a meeting with their 
Council on March 8th, that 
Council will attend the meet- 
ing to attempt'to work ‘ith 
them on any or all issues of 
mutual interest but the 
Township of Madoc will not 
amalgamate with any mu- 
nicipality prior to this year's 
municipal elections." 

Reeve Deline explained 
the municipality is interested. 
in amalgamating with the 
Township but, at this point 
in time, could not see Madoc 
Township amalgamating 
with them. 

"What we're looking at 
right now is that we're look- 
ing at the fact that if we do 
some things and grow in lit- 
tle leaps and bounds that it's 
a lot easier for everybody 
including the Service you're 
providing and the employ- 
ees," Deline said. "Our even- 
tual goal is still what it was 
originally which is one tier 
government at Centre Hast- 
ings, meaning Tweed to 
Marmora.” 

Even with that goal 
Deline said he understands 
they have to creep before 
they run which was the ba- * 
sis of amalgamation talks 
between the two local area 
municipalities. 

"We had been contacted 
by our neighboor: to the

Amend Bill 146 for mega hog farms 
Challenges government on hot issue 


By Rolly Ethier 


A leading authority on the 
environment says the onus 
is on the provincial govern- 
ment to provide immediate 
solutions to deal with the 
pollution threat posed by 
burgeoning mega hog facto- 
nes. 

Bill Andrews, a professor 
at University of Toronto, 
was the key speaker at a 
public meeting of the newly- 
formed Association of Con- 
cerned Citizens of the Envi- 
ronment (ACCE) Thursday 
night (Feb. 10th) at the 
Campbellford District High 
School gymnasium. 

Although his condemna- 
tion of large hog factories 
struck at the issue on gen- 
eral terms, he was also act- 
ing specifically for the ACCE 
which is fighting an attempt 
by J.W. Faux Ltd. to launch 
an intensive hog farm opera- 
tion in the Trent River area. 

“Every single state and 
every single province that 
has had hog farms developed 
in an uncontrolled fashion 
have had lagoons burst or 
leak,” pointed out Andrews 
to roughly 150 people who 
braved a snowy night to at- 
tend. 

“All have had major spills 
and have killed fish by the 
millions. All have polluted 
drinking water.” 

Yet, for some reason, 


noted Andrews, Ontario is 


following the same slippery 
slope as. other jurisdictions 
facing the surge of hog fac- 
tories and the pollution they 
generate. 


Check Internet 

“We're allowing hog 
farms to spring up all over 
the place and we're sending 
two government people 
around to hold consultations. 
Why? All you have to do is 
get on the Internet and talk 
to the farmers in North 
Carolina, lowa, Missouri, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and you'll find out exactly 
what's happening. And 
many of the people taking 
exception to the pollution are 
the farmers themselves who 
are fighting neighbouring 
farmers over the issue.” 

Andrews wants the prov- 
ince to develop and imple- 
ment a policy that makes 
nutrient management plans 
oblig va for hog farm op- 
erators) He also asks the 
Harris government to amend 
Bill 146, reclassifying inten- 
sive farming to industry or a 
new class of agriculture, re- 
moving the exemptions it 
provides under the Environ- 
mental Protection Act. 

“There is no need for 
people in Ontario to repeat 
the same stupid mistakes 
made all over the U.S. and 
in other parts of Canada,” 
the environmental consultant 
expounded. “No one has the 


right to-pollute the air or 
water so a few can profit to 
the detriment of the major- 
ity of the people who share 
the land.” 

He said farmers do have 
the right to farm without 
nuisance complaints. 

“I have no sympathy for 


a city person who moves to” 


a rural area and complains 
about the noise and pollu- 
tion,” he noted. “I do know 
that small family farms are 
important to all of us.” 

He said his son is a small 
hog farmer and it seems rea- 
sonable that farmers are al- 
lowed to expand “and there 
is nothing fundamentally 
wrong with that except that 
no one has a right to pollute. 
That's a fundamental princi- 
ple of our society. So given 
that you can expand to your 
heart’s content as long as 
you don’t pollute.” 


Opens Meeting 

Mayor Cathy Redden 
opened the meeting by wel- 
coming those‘in attendance, 
referring to Campbellford/ 
Seymour as “a community 
where people are not afraid 
to stand up and speak our for 
what they believe.”

“People Power” 

Bryan Welsh, a member 
of the group who originally 
opposed the Trent River hog 
farm application, and whose 
efforts helped form the 
ACCE, told the gathering that 
“people power can make the 
difference.” 

Simply put, he said ACCE 
represents a group of con- 
cemed citizens seeking pro- 
tection of the local environ- 
ment and the drinking wa 


ter, the protection of prop 
erty investments and t@ en 
sure the Trent River area re 
mains a beautiful place to live 
and visit. 

“A mega hog factory can 
put our drinking water in 
jeopardy and remember 
Campbell ford is located only 
10.5 miles from the pro 
posed site.” he said. “The 
area is dependent on respon- 
sible agriculture but we also 
depend on tourism and we 
wish to maintain our quality 
of life. This shouldn't be 
jeopardized for the financial

gain of a few.” 

Andrews, who ts the au- 
thor of 34 books on environ- 
mental issues, said “we 


should learn from other peo-. 


ple’s mistakes but we keep 
making the same dumb mis- 
takes.” 

In Huron County and 
Bruce County, hog factories 
have already resulted in the 
degradation of water quality 
and the seepage or ovextlow 
of raw sewage from the 
holding lagoons. 

“If any other industry 
was guilty of that kind of 
pollution they would face 
criminal charges but agricul- 
ture is exempted from the 
Environmental Protection 
Act.” 

Andrews said he drove 
around the Campbellford 
area after his arrival earlier 
in the day to check out the 
topography. “There was sim- 
ply nowhere I could find 
where I would risk spread- 
ing any liquid manure. When 
you see the’hills and the type 
of soil, all of the land drains 
toward the Trent River. Any 
sewage that is laid down will 
end up in the Trent River 
eventually. It will either run 
off or drain into the soil.” 

Professor Andrews said 
if you have to destroy the 
environment to stay in busi- 
ness, you shouldn't be in 
business, adding: “You can- 
not expect to live off the land 
and get rich and then turn 
over the mess you've left to 
someone else to clean up.” 

He said he couldn’t un- 
derstand why people would 
be willing to risk their health 
working in the hog factory 
barns. All the gases com- 
bined, if you breathe them 
long enough, can suffer se- 
vere health problems.

So essen- 
tally, the conservation au- 
thority, while it is a corpo- 
rate body under the Act, is a 
municipally directed organi- 
zation by virtue of the make 
up of its board. 

Conservation authorities 
are eligible for grants and 
matching funds that would 
otherwise not be available to 
our local municipalities. For 
instance, in my final year of 
service to Quinte Conserva- 
tion the total municipal levy 
was $427,963, yet the total 
budget was $2,287,754. 
That means that for every 
dollar of municipal levy the 
conservation authority was 
able to find more than.four 
dollars of matching funds 
from other sources to put 
towards its conservation 
work. This is funding that 
would not be available to our 
municipal or county govern- 
ments. (In some cases, the 
conservation authority actu- 
ally pays more taxes to the 
municipality than it collects 
through the levy!) 

At each meeting all ex- 
penditures are carefully ex- 
amined by conservation au- 
thority board members, who 
are supplied with a statement 
of accounts and expenses. 
in addition, Quinte Conser- 
vation is audited yearly.

to our municipalities have 
left our local conservation 
authorities to pick up the 
slack. It is cost efficient to 
have conservation authority 
personnel carry out fish 
habitat inspections and pro- 
tection functions while they 
are on site performing other 
site inspections and conser- 
vation work. The agreement 
between the federal govern- 
ment and the conservation 
authority to do this work 
was approved by the conser- 
vation authority board of di- 
rectors. 

With regard to cutbacks 
and the number of staff. 
when three local conserva- 
tion authorities came to- 
gether to form Quinte Con- 


‘ servation in 1995 staff was 


cut from 31 to 17. There are 
currently 17 staff members 
at Quinte Conservation. The 
staff specialists that*RAF 
refers to frequently assist 
local municipalities who 
could not afford to hire their 
own engineer, or biologist, 
yet the municipality has the 
benefit of these specialists 
working for conservation in 
their municipality. 

Those people with an un- 
derstanding of how an eco- 
system works know that 
what you do on the land af- 
fects the health of our rivers 
and lakes. It is certainly im- 
portant that Quinte conser- 
vation has employees with

forestry and engineering: 


particularly when’ you con- 
sider they own 37 dams and 
over 30,000 acres of land in 
the 6,200 square kilometre 
area for which they are re- 
sponsible. 

RAF would have conser- 
vation lands turned over to 
county government. Lands 
owned by conservation au- 
thorities are environmentally 
sensitive or significant in 
some way. Some lands pro- 
vide access to. water control 
structures. One conserva- 
tion area in the Moira water- 
shed is home to an endan- 
gered species. These lands 
are best left in the manage- 
ment of a conservation au- 
thority with the personnel, 
resources and know-how, to 
protect them. 

Quinte Conservation has 
difficult decisions to make 
on behalf of the environment 
and they sometimes go 
against the proponent in or- 
der to protéct the environ- 
ment. Their environmental 
planning program provides 
input into all planning 
changes that may affect the 
environment or that may put 
people's lives and property at 
risk from flooding. Deci- 
sions that must be made may 
be unpopular with the pro- 
ponents and this can lead to 
criticism of the conservation 
authority. A conservation 


authority board, upholding 
approved policies and proce- 
dures can best make these 


- difficult decisions that could 


be subject to undue political 
pressure were they made at 
municipal council. 

From personal experience 
| know that conservation 
authorities make a dollar of 
municipal levy go along way 
and that conservation staff 
are hard working and dedi- 
cated. I encourage RAF to 
become better informed 
about our local conservation 
authorities. He/she will be 
pleasantly surprised.

The meetings, one held at 
1:30 in the afternoon and the 
other at 7:30 p.m., was held 
at the Eldorado Recreation 
Centre to answer any ques- 
tions or hear any concerns 
from residents. * 

Tammie Greenley, Vice 
President of the Madoc and 
District Chamber of Com- 
merce, welcomed everyone 
to the meeting and told them, 
"Our aim, basically, is to pro- 
vide an inexpensive venue 
for those who hand-craft any 
unique item or for those who 
grow unusual, but legal, 


plants and those whose” 


greenthumb aids them in pro- 
ducing an excess of fruits or 
flowers or vegetables. We 
plan on providing garbage 
and recyclable containers 
‘i and assistance with problems

if we can help at all.” 

Greenley told those gath- 
ered they have an easily ac- 
cessible location where the 
vendors spots will be marked 
out for them. If the vendor 
is a seasonal vendor they will 
always have the same spot 
each week, however, if.a 
vendor is a daily or weekly 
vendor it will be attempted 
to not place them near a ven- 
dor who sells the same prod- 
ucts. 

"If you're seasonal we 
would hope that you would 
make every attempt short of 
a hurricane to make it to 
your designated spot each 
week or to notify us if you 
know that you're going to be 
away,” Greenley noted. 

"It's a great spot,” she 
added regarding the location 
of the north parking lot of 
the new Bush-Furniture lo- 
cation. “It's not congested 
there, it's nice and’ wide, it 
can be seen readily and we 
can put signs up on Highway 
7. It's a good spot in the 


> 


sense that it's nice and cen- 
tral and it's not congested.” 

The market will run on 
Wednesdays and Fridays 
beginning the Wednesday 
before the May 24th week- 
end and will end on Friday, 
October 6th. The cost for a 
seasonal spot (which.is the 
size of a parking space) for 
a vendor will be $50, a spot 
for a daily vendor will be $5 
and a weekly spot will be 
$7.50 for the two days. It is 
estimated there will be 20 
spots in total at the market. 
Greenley also noted they 
would like to be able to leave 
one spot open for a local non- 

tprofit group so, for exam- 
ple, if a church wants to 
have a bake sale they will be 
able to do it at no cost te 
them. 

The types of vendors they 
are looking for to become 
involved are those people 
who make unique crafts, ar- 
tisans. farmers with fresh 
produce. herbs. flowers,

Judge quashes Faux on interim bylaw 


Peterborough--A 
judge's ruling rejecting an 
appeal by J. W. Faux Ltd. 
against the Municipality of 
Havelock Belmont Methuen 
is good news for the Asso- 
ciauon of Concerned Cit- 
zens for Our Environment 
(ACCE) 

But a spokesperson for 
the group. Bryan Welsh. 
says that while the decision 
has bought the anu-hog fac- 
tory activists a little ume, 
people should not let their 
guard down just yet. The 
ruling stalls off action by 
the Faux operation untl next 
September. 

The court room was 
filled to capacity as two 
buses from Trent River and 
Campbellford attended. 

Welsh said he has a 


meeting planned with - 


Northumberland MPP Doug 
Galt. He expressed hope that 
the provincial government 
would see fit to follow 
through on recommenda- 
tions to amend Bill 146, re- 


classifying intensive farming 
to industry or a new class 
of agriculture. This would 
remove exempuons it cur- 
rently provides hog. farm 
operators under the Environ- 
mental Protection Act. 
Judge John Shepherd dis- 
missed the Faux suit against 
the municipality in the court 
case held Thursday, Feb. 
17th. Belmont Methuen 
Council had initially issued a 
building permit to the Faux 
operation which intended to 
develop a hog farm opera- 
tion in the Trent River area. 
Later. after the ACCE organ- 
ized a strong lobby group, 
Belmont Methuen withdrew 
the application and intro- 
duced an interim bylaw. 


Critical Threat . 

The Association has held 
a number of public meetings. 
warning that a large hog fac- 
tory posed a critical threat to 
the local environment and the 
drinking water. 

After learning that Faux

intended to disputé the 
Belmont Methuen interim 
bylaw in court, the ACCE 
successfully applied for in- 
tervening status to present 
their side of the issue in the 
lingaton.

We are 
not opposed to well-crafted 
laws that deter cruelty to 
animals. but. poorly written 
legislation creates unwork- 
able. or worse, counterpro- 
ductive laws. Most certainly, 
the new crimes against ani- 
mals laws are poorly writ- 
ten,” said Terry Quinney, a 
senior biologist with the On- 
tario Federation of Anglers 
and Hunters 

The way thé legislation 


currently reads, farmers 
could be prosecuted for com- 
mon practices such as 
dehorning cattle, medical re- 
searchers could face crimi- 
nal charges for testing a po- 
tentially life saving drug on 
an anfmal, or anglers could 
go to court for putting a 
worm or minnow on a hook. 

The law should be clearly 
defined, but, as written. and 
presented during first read- 
ing to parliament, the crimes 
against animals legislation is 
anything’ but clear, noted

Quinney who explained that 
words-like brutal and vis- 
cous are used but without 
definition of what these 
words mean. That means 
defining aspects of the law 
are open to wide interpreta- 
tion that could impact on 
completely normal, accept- 
able and necessary practices 
involving animals. 

When the legislation was 
being drafted, animal rights 
groups vigorously lobbied 
the government to include 18 
recommendations, 17 of 


OPP explain how to protect 
yourself from counterfeit bills 


Madoc and area residents 
have recently been the vic- 
tims of people passing 
counterfeit bills. 

What can be done about 
it? Actually, a lot. Often it's 
a simple matter of taking a 
second look at every bill that 
is received. The problem is 
that most of us don't give 
the money we take in a first 
look. 

It only takes a few sec- 
onds to detect counterfeit 
currency. It can be done 
quietly and discreetly, and 
without special equipment. 

Here are five simple tests 


, that will tell you whether the 
bills you handle are genuine: 


something we 


should know? 


1) Look for a gold patch 
on the upper left hand of 
$20, $50, $100 and $1000 
notes. With a genuine bill this 
patch will change colour 
from gold to green and back 
again when tilted back and 
forth. This patch is not on 
$1C and $5 bills. 

2) This patch cannot be 
peeled off, it is part of the 
bill. 

3) All genuine bills have 
raised printing on the numer- 
als, the portrait and the coat 
of arms that can be detected 
by running your fingertips 
over the bills. Counterfeit 
bills are usually smooth. 

4) Little green dots, called 
planchettes, are scattered 
randomly over the surface of 
the bill. If the bill is genuine 
the planchettes can be peeled 


off by scratching them with 
your fingernail. This won't 
happen with a counterfeit 
bill. 

5) The portrait and over 
all printing quality should be 
clean, clear and sharp. 

If you encounter a coun- 
terfeit bill, record details of 
the transaction, including a 
description of the individual 
who gave the bill, identifica- 
tion used, his or her licence 
plate number. Then call the 
police. It is an offence to 
pass the counterfeit bill any 
further. 

Staff Sergeant Bryan Pol- 
lard of the Centre Hastings 
Detachment of the OPP 
stated, "The best protection 
against counterfeit bills is an 
informed and observant 
community.”

which were written into the 
proposed law. Animal rights 
activists in Canada, the U.S. 
and Europe have demon- 
strated that, whenever pos- 
sible, they will use criminal 
law where ever possible to 
attack legitimate and lawful 
practices. 

"If the government fails to 
amend the crimes against 
animals law, they will throw 
the doors wide open to frivo- 
lous, costly and damaging 
court cases,” Quinney 
warmed. ‘We do not want to 
wind up with a court sys- 
tem that bogs down prosecut- 
ing law-abiding farmers, 
hunters or anglers while true 
animal cruelty goes unpun- 
ished.”

Continued from page | 
bakers, cheesemakers and 
those people with small- 
home businesses. 

"We're trying not to be- 
come too top heavy with, 
let's say, 27 people who sell 
herbs. We'll try and keep it 
kind of balanced. Not that 
we're going to say no to any- 
body but if we get three peo- 
ple who sell herbs then one 
will be here, one will be there 
and another will be over there 
so people will have to travel 
around the market,” she 
added. 

Another idea being looked 
into is having adisplay board 
at the site for local busi- 
nesses to place their business 
cards in. This way not only 
will those vendors at the 
market benefit but area mer- 
chants will also reap ben- 
efits. 

After answering ques- 
tions from those present 
Greenley added this year will 
be a year used to determine 
how weil, or not-so-well, the 
market does and can be used 
to determine what changes, 
if any, should be made.

looking at that and at the 
same time Centre Hastings is 
doing a waste management 
study and we'll be looking to 
talk to the municipality and 
their consultants to see how 
we can get some informa- 
tion out of that study to see 
how it affects our work.”
